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Set forth below la an extract from a Memorandum written by a 
CIA representative in Germeny following a conversation with General 
Ileus Inge r about Ur* UoCloy' s reception for General Elsenhower at 
Bad Hamburg on 22 January* 

"a* Seithor General Heusinger nor General Speidel 
particularly anticipated the meeting with General 
Eisenhower because of the latter's well-known 
attitude toward the German Generals and Admirals 
as expressed in 1045 and reflected, less pointedly 
peritspe, in Eisenhower's book* The eosoem of 
Speidel and Heusinger stems solely from the foot 
that they, regardless of their own opinions re- 
garding Elsenhower, face the eventual problem of 
influencing German military opinion to a more 
workable attitude vis-e-vie Elsenhower* During 
recent weeks Heusinger and Speidel have on several 
oooaslous had the opportunity to dlaouss quite 
frankly with General George hays the various problems 
affecting the attitude of former German of floe re and 
soldiers as well as German public opinion. The 
Sisenhower 1945 attitude regarding German Generals 
had been touched upon. Heusinger had hoped that 
prior to the Inevitable meeting with Eisenhower the 
General would wake some public statement to clear 
the air* That Bioenhowor actually did this prior 
to the Bad Gcaburg reception on 22 January con- 
tributed much to the unqualified success that 
Bissahower bed in his first meeting with the Gonsam 
Generals* 

"b* Speidel and heusinger arrived at »r* UoCloy' s 
hone a little late and entered a large living room 
after most of the guests were present* Eisenhower 
interrupted a conversation with someone else and 
oasts no rose the room to greet them. This gesture 
made a distinot impression on both of the 'German.

"c. Later* Eisenhower asked Heusinger and Speidel 
to speak privately with him in on adjoining study* 
Eisenhower ccntaonced by stating that he owed them 
an oxpl ftnatlor. Uo stated that his firm conviction 
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tt the end of the war is 1945 was that the German 
Generals, the Gene red Staff, and the German Armed 
Forces bed been completely unified in their support 
of the Hitler Regime, This impression of 1945 had, 
Hiaeahcnrer stated, gradually been modified by things 
he had seen, rend, and heard sinoe that time, 

Eisenhower described himself as a fenotlo fighter 
against any individual, group of individuals, or 
government which attempted to suppress human liberties, 
and that if tho nooesaity should arise, ho would 
probably fight Stalin end the Soviet Any with the 
same fanaticism with which he hod fought Hitler and 
the German Anted Forces. 

"A. The fast that a man of Elsenhower's position 
was willing to admit a past error in judgment made 
a great impression upon the German Generals. Heusinger, 
in discussing it, compared it to President Trusaa's 
retraction on his much publicized letter to the U.S. 
Marine Corps. 

"a. The discussion at the Bad Hamburg reooption did 
not touoh upon remilitarization or related issues) 
although Theodor Blank ( civilian chairman of the 
Military Coamittee) was present at this c on ver sa tion. 
Bison bower's remarks were, by their very nature, 
addressed primarily to the too Generals. 

"f. As Heusinger end Speidel e me r ge d from the room 
where the above conversation was held. Chancellor 
Adenauer approached Heusinger and rather excitedly 
asked what had transpired in the meeting. Heusinger 
stated briefly that Sisenhoeer had made a statement 
regarding his views on the Ceraan professional soldier 
which was highly satisfactory from tho Oeraan Generals' 
point of view end provided the basis for a sore 
optimistic outlook on Germany's role In Western 
European remilitarization.”
